The reply filed on 4/5/03 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or niatter(s): the 
applicant did not truly identify the claims readable on die elected species as required in the previous communication. Although the 
applicant indicated that the pending claims form a single inventive concept and that all claims are readable on the elected species, it is 
readily apparent that no real attenq)t to actually identify the claims readable on the elected species was made because it is clear that at 
least some of the claims are not readable on the elected species, such as claim 40, etc. However, for exan5)le, it is unclear whether 
any of claims 43-45 are also readable on the elected invention. Applicant is required to clarify which claims are actually readable on 
the elected species in response to the instant communication. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be 
bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, 
within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
